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2. Concerning the two requests from Representative 
Aspin, a suggested reply follows: 

a. The first case in which a permanent resident 
alien was discovered to have serious Soviet connections 
has been resolved. The case in question is one in which 
there was initially a lack of sufficient background 
information on the permanent resident alien to enable us 
to make a judgement as to the proper procedure to be 
followed in pursuing an investigation of the case. Once 
the background and details of the case were given to us 
by the FBI, we were able to pursue it. 
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b. Regarding the second case, this Agency is 
unable to substantiate the information received by 
Representative Aspin that Fidel Castro used the 
Hispanic community to publicize Castro’s point of view 
of the invasion of Shaba Province. 
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
